it would wreck the state's bond 
credit. 
If the M cCarthy bill becomes 
law, it m ust go on the state elec­ 
tion ballot in 1956 for approval 
of all of the voters. 
M cCarthy argued th a t state op­ 
eration would save $100,000 a year 
and m ake lower tolls possible. 
The bridge is now adm inistered 
by directors of a six-county dis­ 
trict. 
O ’G ara denied th a t any savings 
would result or th a t lower tolls 
would become possible. 
All the bill does, he said, is 
saddle the state writh a 43-million- 
dollar direct debt plus another j 
100-million-dollar implied obliga­ 
tion to replace the bridge if it is 
destroyed. 
Edward Landels, San Francisco 
attorney who said he spoke for 
investm ent bankers, declared state 
assum ption of bridge bonds would

Stag­ 
ner was merely standing outside 
the window and was not in the 
act of breaking in. Brown m ain­ 
tained. W illiams broke the win­ 
dow, pointed downward a t Stag- 
r.er and fired intentionally, thus 
com m itting an unlaw ful act, the 
prosecutor charged.

MOSCOW (U.R) — The Soviet 
Union published today a m am ­ 
m oth peace proposal including a 
world disarm am ent plan it said 
could “end the Cold W ar.” 
Publication coincided with re­ 
ports in diplomatic circles Soviet 
Prem ier M arshal Nikolai Bulganin 
would agree in principle to an 
invitation by the West to attend a 
Big Four m eeting “a t the sum m it.” 
Bulganin was in W arsaw where 
the Soviet and seven East Euro­ 
pean nations were expected to set 
up today an “Eastern NATO” to 
counter the rearm ing of W est G er­ 
many. 
The Soviet proposal called for 
w ithdraw al of occupation forces 
from East and W est Germ any, the 


setting up of international con­ 
trols to prevent war preparations 
and the banning of atomic w ar­ 
fare. It would be fully effective 
by the end of 1957. 
The declaration, to be presented 
to the United Nations for adop­ 
tion, would lim it the Soviet, Com­ 
m unist Chinese and U.S. armies 
to 1,500,000 men each and the 
arm ies of B ritain and France to 
650,000 each. Bases on foreign soil 
would be dismantled. 
It called for settlem ent of all 
outstanding world problems in­ 
cluding those in the F ar East 
through negotiation and the ad­ 
mission of Red China to the U.N. 
Security Council. It said adoption 
of the proposals should be “taken 


immediately to decrease the inter* 
national tension and end the cold 
war.” 


The proposals were made by 
Jacob Malik, Soviet representative 
to the U.N. D isarm am ent Subcom­ 
m ittee in London yesterday and 
released today by the official Tass 
news agency.

Mrs. Schultz recalled three re­ 
cent dog bite incidents in South­ 
ern M arin—two involving vicious 
attacks on young children and one 
on an adult. She indicated her be­ 
lief th a t present laws do not pro­ 
vide sufficient authority for muzz­ 
ling offending dogs. 
Fusselm an pointed out as “some 
complications we m ust recognize” 
th a t any ordinance 
the 
county 
m ight adopt 
would 
be 
effective 
only in the unincorporated areas 
of M arin and th a t each city would 
have to enact its own controls. 


Board C hairm an W alter Castro 
revealed th a t he and Supervisor 
W illiam Gnoss already had 
dis­ 
cussed the rabies and dog 
bite 
situation with 
Dr. Carolyn Al­ 
brecht, county health officer. 
He 
indicated agreem ent th a t “some­ 
thing should be done.” 


The board’s action yesterday fol­ 
lowed 
an 
Independent - Journal 
editorial Monday, urging th a t the 
county and the cities study com­ 
pulsory 
anti-rabies 
vaccination, 
along with measures 
to 
provide 
stricter control over biting dogs. 


The editorial quoted a previous 
statem ent by Dr. Albrecht: “It is 
tim e th a t wre looked seriously a t 
w hat we are doing to control dogs 
and other anim als, 
and consider 
how we m ight better protect our­ 
selves and especially our children 
against unnecessary m utilation by 
anim als.” 


The editorial also recalled th a t 
in recent weeks no less th an four 
anim als in M arin have been found 
to be infected with rabies.

PAIN IN THE NECK! 


It seems more than usually fitting that an 
organization helping to care for physically 
handicapped children should have a variety 
show to raise funds for its activities.

He can­ 
not play outdoors or even take a walk with 
the other children, instead he must battle 
physical deficiencies and mental frustrations, 
hobble around in braces if he is that lucky, 
and exercise, exercise, exercise.

in Marin Catholic High School. 
Participating will be talent from many 
parts of Marin, including some professional 
calibre acts and others in the top amateur 
ranks. It will truly be participation of the 
physically fit for the benefit of the physically 
handicapped. 
In these days when there are nearly as 
many fund raising drives as there are weeks 
in the year, it is stimulating to find another 
which plans an evening's entertainment for 
the Marinite’s money.

Captive Airmen Still Not Free 


Efforts are being “intensified” for'release 
of the U. S. Air Force men imprisoned in 
China, says U.N. Secretary General Dag 
Hammarskjöld. Probably the Chinese Reds 
hope that if the prisoners are h e l d l o n g 
e n o u g h , some of them, at least, can be 
broken down by brain-washing or downright 
physical torture, or both. 
Adam Clayton Powell, Jr., Negro member 
of Congress who went to Bandung, Indo­ 
nesia, as unofficial observer of the recent 
Asian-African conference there, talked with 
Premier Chou En-lai about the airmen. Pow­ 
ell reported afterwards that he still couldn’t 
predict when they’d be released. 
T he Chinese Reds have imprisoned them 
as spies. But according to our records, all 
were shot down over North Korea in actual 
Korean W ar hostilities—one group of 11 air­ 
men in uniform with two Army civilian em­ 
ployees, and one group of four airmen in 
uniform.

After Red China had rejected last Nov. 28 
a U. S. demand to release the 13 (news of the 
other four captives didn’t leak out until Dec. 
7), the U.N. General Assembly on Dec. 10 
voted 47 to 5 to condemn China for jailing 
the 11 airmen. Hammarskjöld was instructed 
ot seek their release, but his visit to China on 
their behalf was unsuccessful. 


On Jan. 21 Peiping did invite the families 
of all 17 to come visit them, only to have the 
State Department announce six days later no 
passports would be issued for any such visit.

History Of Polio Vaccine Affair 


Told; Manufacturers Unchecked 


WASHINGTON (¿P) — This is 
an ABC on polio vaccine. 
Dr. Leonard Scheele, surgeon 
general 
of the 
U.S. 
P u b l i c 
H ealth Service, has urged th at 
all anti-polio 
vaccinations 
be 
stopped. For how long? This is 
indefinite. Scheele 
says 
some 
vaccinations m ight begin again 
next week. 


WHY STOP them now? So the 
governm ent can make a more 
thorough check on the vaccines 
turned out by five m anufactur­ 
ers. The step was taken after 
Scheele had been in consulta­ 
tion several days with some of 
the country’s top experts in the 
field of polio and vaccination, 
including Dr. Jonas Salk who de­ 
veloped the vaccine. 
Of the five million children 
vaccinated since mid-April, 52, 
have developed polio and 44 of 
the 52 were given vaccine m ade 
by 
one 
m anufacturer, 
C utter 
Laboratories of Berkeley, Calif. 
Scheele expressed confidence 
in the vaccine of four of the 
m anufacturers. 
None 
of 
th a t 
m ade by a fifth firm has yet 
been used. B ut Scheele said there 
is a “definite” association be­ 
tween the C utter vaccine and the 
polio which developed in 44 chil­ 
dren after they received it. 


ON APRIL 27, after eighj chil­ 
dren treated with the C utter vac­ 
cine 
came 
down 
w ith 
polio, 
Scheele was reassuring. Although 
on th a t day he ordered all Cut­ 
ter vaccine w ithdraw n from use, 
he said: 


“There is no reason to suspect 
th at vaccination itself caused the 
polio. The action in this one in ­ 
stance does not indicate even 
th a t the batches of vaccine which 
were used 
were 
in 
any 
way 
faulty.” 


Later, after noting a “defi­ 
nite” association 
between 
the 
C utter vaccine and polio in the 
children who received it, Scheele 
said the C utter product will re ­ 
m ain suspended until the con­ 
nection, if any, is established. 


ON APRIL 12 announcem ent 
was made th a t Dr. Salk’s vac­ 
cine, widely tested in 1954, was 
60 to 90 per cent successful in 
preventing polio. T h at test was 
sponsored and paid for by the 
N ational Foundation for In fan ­ 
tile Paralysis. 
In the belief the test would 
be successful, the foundation a r­ 
ranged with the pharm aceutical 
companies to go ahead and m an­ 
ufacture vaccine to be held for 
distribution if the test turned 
out all right. 


Im m ediately after the April 12 
announcem ent, the m anufactur­ 


ers turned the vaccine loose with 
governm ent approval. 


SINCE THE government is go­ 
ing to make a thorough check 
of the vaccine now, why didn’t 
it check thoroughly before the 
m anufacturers released any of 
it? A spokesman for the public 
h ealth service gave some rea­ 
sons: 
1. These firm s were exper­ 
ienced in m aking it, since they 
h ad made it last year, and last 
y e a r 
t h e 
governm ent 
had 
checked them thoroughly, in the 
successful 1954 test; 2. everyone, 
government 
and 
doctors, 
has 
more knowledge now, and so on. 
Actually, according 
to 
Basil 
O ’Conner, head of 
the 
polio 
foundation, only two of the five 
m anufacturers now m aking vac­ 
cine m ade the vaccine used in 
last year’s test. They were Eli 
Lilly and Co. and the Parke- 
Davis Co. 
O’Conner 
said 
last 
night C utter m ade none of the 
1954 test vaccine. 


PROBABLY THE more accur­ 
ate reason why the government 
didn’t make a completely th o r­ 
ough check on the vaccine dis­ 
tributed this year came from of­ 
ficials of the N ational Institutes 
of Health, which is p art of the 
public health service. On April 
19 they said: 
O rdinarily 
t h e 
government 
would make its own test samples 
but because of the urgency of 
getting the vaccine into distribu­ 
tion, it was relying prim arily on 
protocols from m anufacturers. 
M anufacturers m ust subm it to 
the health institutes a “proto­ 
col” of each batch of their vac­ 
cine. This describes how each 
batch was tested for potency, 
purity and safety. 
The m anufacturers send along 
a sample of the batch with each 
protocol. But the government it­ 
self didn’t test each batch this 
year. 


IF VACCINE caused any of the 
52 polio attacks among those vac­ 
cinated, how could it happen? A 
num ber 
of 
explanations 
have 
been offered. Maybe 
none 
of 
them is right. This is the most 
fam iliar one: 
Polio is caused by a virus. The 
vaccine contains 
dead 
viruses 
which are supposed to stim ulate 
the 
body 
irtto 
offsetting 
live 
viruses if 
they 
get 
into the 
bloodstream. It has been sug­ 
gested th a t maybe some of the 
viruses used in the vaccine were 
not dead but alive and set to 
work right away causing polio. 
But it has not been estab­ 
lished yet that any of the po­ 
lio was to blame for the 52 po­ 
lio attacks among the vaccin­ 
ated children.

TODAY'S BUSINESS MIRROR 


Dividends May Be Diverted 
For Use In Plant Expansion 


By SAM DAWSON 
NEW YORK (JP) — Plans of 
business firm s to step up their 
spending for 
new 
plants 
and 
equipm ent could dash the hopes 
of some stockholders for more 
liberal dividend payments. 
Prospects for m uch better cor­ 
porate profits this 
year 
th an 
last have 
raised 
these 
hopes 
high. 
B ut now a num ber of compa­ 
nies are saying th a t the big post­ 
war expansion program may not 
have been enough after all to 
m eet the growing consumer de­ 
m and for their products. And 
new mills and factories are be­ 
ing planned. Keen competition 
is also speeding plans for buy­ 
ing new equipment. 


AND SO THE debate of recent 
years over how much of the 
earnings should be plowed back 
into the business and how much 
handed out to the corporation’s 
owners in dividends may be re­ 
vived. This comes at a time when 
m ost companies have completed 
their original postwar expansion 
p r o g r a m s and 
stockholders’ 
m ouths were watering in antici­ 
pation of more dividend gravy. 
Stockholders may have grum ­ 
bled in the last 10 years because 
so m any companies plowed back 
such a large percentage of the 
earnings. B ut 
the 
New 
York 
Stock Exchange points out in the 
M ay issue of its magazine, The 
Exchange, th a t judged by stock 
price perform ance, the “plowers” 
seem to have been more popular 
with stock buyers than were the 
“payers.” 


IT CITES AS examples: In the 
last 10 years Bethlehem Steel 
plowed back 63 per cent of its 
earnings, but the price of its 
stock rose 398.8 per cent. Califor­ 
nia Standard Oil plowed back 57 
per cent of its earnings, while 
its stock rose 
364.4 
per 
cent. 
Goodyear retained 67 per cent 
of its earnings, but its stock shot 
up 355 per cent. Jersey Standard 
Oil put 57 per cent of its earn­ 
ings back into its business, but 
stock buyers bid its shares up 
321.4 per cent. 
The Exchange then takes a 


look a t some of the “payers.” It 
cites: Loew’s kept only 17 per 
cent of its earnings in the last 
10 years but its stock fell 18.8 
per cent in m arket value. Ameri­ 
can Telephone & Telegraph re­ 
tained a like percentage and its 
stock advanced only 7 per cent 
in price. Woolworth paid out in 
dividends all but 33 per cent of 
its earnings and its stock rose 
23.8 per cent. International H ar­ 
vester retained 26 per cent of 
earnings; its stock rose 41.4 per 
cent. 


THE EXCHANGE notes, how- 
er, th a t 
other 
factors 
beyond 
“plowing” vs. “paying” undoubt­ 
edly affected stock price move­ 
m ents. 


American corporations in gen­ 
eral retained m any 
billions 
of 
dollars since World W ar II to 
help them 
in 
financing 
new 
plants, buying new equipment, 
fostering research. M anagem ent 
explained 
to 
the 
shareholders 
th a t such expenditures would im ­ 
prove profits in the future. 


Some of thiit fruit is being h a r­ 
vested now. B etter plants and fa ­ 
cilities are cutting costs, winning 
competitive battles, raising prof­ 
its. 


MANAGEMENT 
HAS 
a l s o 
passed out m any billions of dol­ 
lars in dividends. Last year, the 
Commerce D epartm ent reports, 
corporate cash dividends rose to 
$9,198,200,000 and 
so 
far 
this 
year, cash 
dividends 
top 
the 
same period of 1954 by 6 per cent. 
Prospects are bright for setting 
a new record in total paym ents 
this year. 


Into this paradise for stock­ 
holders creeps the growing feel­ 
ing th a t still more plant and 
equipm ent m ust be added. 


Directors who have been more 
generous with dividends in re­ 
cent m onths m ight revert to the 
post-w ar policy of retaining a 
large share of earnings for ex­ 
pansion. And the 
new

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Supervisors Favor 
Bon Air Road Plan 


The long-sought Bon Air roacl + 
project moved a step nearer re- ' 
alization yesterday. 
The county board of supervisors 
placed the matter in its budget 
file “with favorable consideration.” 
“We can’t officially okay any­ 
thing now that would involve next 
year’s tax money,” said Supervis­ 
or William D. Fusselman, explain­ 
ing the board’s action. So the m at­ 
ter is earmarked for consideration 
—presumably favorable—when the 
board prepares its 1955-56 list of 
county road improvements. This 
usually takes place in August. 
The supervisors took action in 
response to notification from the 
Larkspur City Council that it fa­ 
vored development of the road 
along the route “originally” pro­ 
posed, extending from Marin Gen­ 
eral hospital at Bon Air, across 
Corte Madera creek and marsh, 
joining Magnolia avenue at Es- 
calle a short distance west of 
the Larkspur business district. 
Several weeks ago, County Plan­ 
ning Director Mary Summers had 
sought to persuade the Larkspur 
council to support, instead, the 
extension of Wolfe grade, from Sir 
Francis Drake highway across the 
marsh, connecting with Magnolia 
at a point near Paul Daly’s swim 
school. 
This route cuts across several 
lots in the proposed new Hill View 
Gardens 
subdivision. 
Yesterday, 
the Larkspur council advised the 
board of supervisors that it fav­ 
ored the other routing and had 
approved the subdivision, with the 
understanding that the builder 
defer building on the lots in ques­ 
tion. 
“A very good thing,” remarked 
Supervisor Vera Schultz, noting 
that this would make possible 
Wolfe grade extension at some 
future time (presumably after the 
Bon Air road is completed). 
Mrs. Schultz went on to sug­ 
gest that “public hearings be held 
on the county’s master highway 
plan so that people may know 
what is in it.” 
Fusselman replied that all the 
cities in Marin long ago had an 
opportunity to learn what was in 
the plan. But he pointed out that 
there is a continual turnover in 
public officials so that many of 
those in office now may not be 
aware of the contents of the mas­ 
ter highway plan. 
On motion of Mrs. Schultz, sec­

Gnoss, the board agreed to hold 
public hearings on the plan—but 
no date was set for holding them.

Ten complete classrooms with 
an estimated total cost of $311,381 
would be built at Drake while a 
total of $328,540 would be spent 
at Tam for a girls’ gymnasium and 
locker room, equipment, site work 
and covered walks. 
Directors also voted a $25 con­ 
tribution to ^ e Tam-Drake Edu­ 
cation Council’s campaign chest 
for passage of the school measures. 
Kentfield Elementary S c h o o l 
District Trustee Jack Beckett ex­

SCHOOL ADDITION 
The measure, which would cost 
an average taxpayer about $2.45 
per year, provides for completion 
of the six-classroom addition at 
the A. E. K ent School, expansion 
of the Greenbrae School site and 
possible acquisition of three acres 
adjacent to the Greenbrae School. 
Rapid growth of the elementary

About Coagulants, Rough Fighting 
And Orange Pekoe At Tea Time 


If you think you have troubles, cast a bloodshot eye in this 
direction and we’ll try to keep you up on the latest trials and 
tribulations of the forthcoming heavyweight champiortship 
fight: 
♦ -------— --------------------------- -—_ 
Everybody but the principals, 
Don Cockell and Rocky Marciano, 
seems to be up in arms over one 
thing or another. The wire serv­ 
ices are clogged with dispatches 
and it’s down right difficult keep­ 
ing pace with it all. 
Jack Cuddy, the United Press’ 
competent boxing scribe here from 
New York, by-lines a story this 
morning concerning the use of a 
blood-stopping drug by Marciano’s 
handlers. Know as “Monsell’s So­ 
lution,” the coagulant has been 
used in the past to plug up nasty 
wounds suffered by the champ. 
Cockell’s manager, John Simp­ 
son, wants the drug banned as it 
is in many states.

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Big Four Meet Still 
Indefinite, Says Ike 


WASHINGTON 
(JPy— President 
Eisenhower said today ne agreed 
to a top-level Big Four conference 
in the hope of clarifying the inter­ 
national atmosphere and to test 
Russia’s sincerity. 
The President emphasized at a 
news conference there still is noth­ 
ing definite as to whether there 
will be a meeting at the summit— 
of 
Eisenhower, 
Prime 
Minister 
Anthony Eden of Britain, Premier 
Edgar Faure of France and M ar­ 
shal Nikolai Bulganin of Russia. 
The Western Big Three yester­ 
day formally invited the Soviets to 
a top-level conference. 
Word from Moscow indicated ac­ 
ceptance of the invitation. Bulgan­ 
in has repeatedly expressed his 
desire for a Big Four meeting. 
(In Warsaw today, Bulganin told 
a nine-nation Eastern European 
conference th at the Russian gov­ 
ernm ent will study carefully the 
western invitation.) 
In reply to a question, the Pres­ 


ident said he did not know where 
such a conference might be held, 
but added that he wrnuld prefer 
what he termed one of the so- 
called 
neutral countries. There 
have been reports from Paris th at 
the conference may be held in 
Switzerland in July. 
A reporter noted th at in the 
past 
Eisenhower 
had 
indicated 
that he wrould prefer a meeting 
of the foreign ministers in advance 
of any conference of the chiefs of 
state. 
Asked why he had changed his 
mind on th at and agreed to an 
“at the summit” conference first, 
the President replied th at there 
now appears to be some cogent 
reasons for a top-level meeting. 
He added that a least such a con­ 
ference might permit some clari­ 
fication of the air. 
A bit later, the President said 
such a conference also would be 
a means of finding out whether 
Russia is sincere about wanting to 
relieve world tensions.

Collide In Japan Sea 


TAKAMATSU, Japan (vF>—Two 
big ferry boats crashed together 
in thick fog today, throwing 779 
passengers—half of them school 
children—into the cold waters of 
Japan’s inland sea. 
W ith a gaping hole in its side, 
the Shiun Maru sank in only five 
minutes. There was panic and 
chaw in the mad scramble for 
life. 
A total of 87 was listed as dead 
or unaccounted for. 
Little hope is held for the miss­ 
ing. Sixty-five bodies have been 
recovered. 
A total of 692 was saved, in­ 
cluding 51 injured. 
Today the 1,500-ton Shiun Maru 
apparently swerved in heavy fog 
to avoid a small fishing craft— 
right into the steel bows of the 


1,200-ton rail car ferry Udaka 
Maru. The car ferry ripped a great 
gash in the Shiun Maru’s steel 
plates. 
The Shiun M aru’s passengers— 
300 of them school children — 
clawed frantically for life jackets 
on the reeling decks. 
“I suspect about 50 of them 
went down with the ship, or were 
pulled down with it,” said Maj. 
Robert R. Dobson, Charlotte, N.C., 
commanding an American Army 
Mercy mission. 
Dobson led three Army ambu­ 
lance helicopters and two liaison 
planes to help evacuate the in­ 
jured and search for the missing. 
The search found no bodies, 
Dobson said. 
Japanese planes and a swarm 
of small boats also searched.

Air Force Says Its

TOKYO (JP)—In a rare response 
to a Peiping radio claim, the U.S. 
Air Force declared today not a 
single bullet hit eight American 
Sabre Jets in their fight with eight 
to 12 Red Chinese MIGs yester­ 
day over the Yellow Sea. 
Peiping radio last night said the 
MIGs shot down one Sabre and 
damaged two. Earlier the U. S. 
Air Force said two MIGs were shot 
down and a third probably de­ 
stroyed, with all Sabres returning 
safely to their South Korean base. 
The Red Chinese charged the 
Sabres with “grave military prov­ 
ocations”—intrusion over M anchu­ 
rian islands 40 miles southwest of 
the Reds' Antung air base on the 
Yalu River. 
There was no American 
com­ 
m ent on the Peiping 
charge of 
“provocation.” 
But the original 
battle report said the MIGs at­ 
tacked 
first 
over 
international 
waters of the Yellow Sea.

support of Diem, contending he is 
the likeliest prospect to unite 1 
South Viet Nam against the threat 
of a Communist takeover. The 
French in recent months have 
grown increasingly h o s t i l e to 
Diem. They contend he is inef­ 
ficient and dictatorial, and is di­ 
viding his country rather than 
uniting it.

About Salads 


“One m an’s m eat is another’s 
poison” is a saying more applicable 
to tossed salads than to meat. 
There’s one tossed salad school of 
thought (French) who maintains 
vigorously 
that 
a 
tossed 
salad 
should consist of lettuce and dres­ 
sing only. 
Then there’s the “me­ 
lange” (not French) school who 
adds tomatoes, cucumbers, onion 
rings, and the whole vast range 
of greens found in the ‘frig. 


There’s also a wide divergence 
of opinion on salad dressing in­ 
gredients. 
The purist school be­ 
lieves in oil, vinegar, and a small 
amount of 
garlic 
flavor. 
Then 
there are the more lusty trencher­ 
men who like a dressing with 
body—such as a 
sharp 
cheese 
dressing. 


While not taking sides in this 
spirited 
controversy, 
here is a 
simple proven Blue Cheese dres­ 
sing receipe: Break up % pound 
piece of blue cheese (or you may 
choose to use roquefort); add 1 
cup of oil (vegetable or olive as 
diverse tastes dictate) and Vs cup 
of vinegar; 
also 1 
tbsp. sugar 
and 1 tsp. paprika. 
The easiest 
method of making the mixture 
satin smooth is with an electric 
beater or blender, or a rotary beat­ 
er will do the job. 


Dressing should be added to the 
tossed salad precisely five minutes 
before the delicacy is to be con­ 
sumed. 


HOME ADVISOR SAYS 
Prunes Good In Deserts, 
Salads, Have Ribofl avin 


Prunes are a good low-cost food. 
They are high in natural fruit 
sugar and need no extra sweet­ 
ening, unless your family prefers 
it. They are also high in the vita­ 
min riboflavin, which is one of 
the vitamins most often lacking 
in the dairy diet, and the mineral 
iron. 


A stuffed prune salad is always 
good during the spring months. To 
make a prune salad, drain the 
prunes well, then pit them and 
let 
them 
marinate 
in 
a 
tart 
French dressing for 10 or 15 min­ 
utes. 
Stuff 
them 
with 
cottage 
cheese or cream cheese softened 
with a little cream or mayonnaise. 


Prunes also make good desserts. 
Fill a baked pie shell with coarsely 
chopped, pitted, cooked prunes 
and one-third cup of chopped 
nuts. Cover the top with stiff 
meringue. 
Brown 
the 
meringue 
lightly in the oven and serve the 
pie while it is still warm. (See hint 
below 
to 
keep 
meringue 
from 
shrinking.) 
A new prune spice cake has re­ 
cently been developed by the Cal­ 
ifornia Prune Advisory Board. It 
is easy to make and inexpensive, 
so here is the recipe, large enough 
to serve 10 persons: 
1*4 cups cooked prunes 


*4 cup shortening 
1% cups brown sugar (packed) 
2 eggs 
2Vt cups sifted cake flour 
1 teaspoon salt 
1 teaspoon baking powder 
1 teaspoon soda 
1 teaspoon cinnamon 
1 teaspoon allspice 
1 teaspoon cloves 
1 cup sour milk or buttermilk 
Cut prunes from pits into small 
pieces to make 1 cup pulp. Cream 
together 
shortening 
and 
sugar. 
Blend in beaten eggs. Sift together 
flour, salt, baking powder, soda 
and spices. Add to cream ed mix­ 
ture alternately with sour milk, 
(see hint below), beginning and 
ending with dry mixture. Blend in 
prunes and mix thoroughly. 
Pour into 2 greased 9-inch layer 
cake pans. Bake in moderate oven 
(350 degrees F.) about 25 to 35 
minutes. Cool. Put layers together 
with desired frosting.

Flank steak is good eating at 
low cost; is too often overlooked.

derness. Favored method of cook­ 
ing is oven braising in a tart, sav­ 
ory sauce.

Spring Vegetables, Fruits, 
Potatoes Have Meal Appeal

Fresh, tender, succulent Cali­ 
fornia-grown asparagus is a joy 
beyond compare. Quality is gen­ 
erally excellent though there is 
enough variation in size and qual­ 
ity for price variation also. Prices 
are not likely to be appreciably 
lower because commercial freezers 
are buying much of it. 
Choose fresh, tender firm spears 
with close compact tips. Tender 
stalks will be brittle when broken 
within an inch or so of the base. 
Ways to fix it elsewhere in col­ 
umns. 
New Potatoes are increasing in 
supply and so are fresh green 
peas. Neither are budget items but 
they’ll never taste better than 
right now. Highly perishable, plan 
to use them very soon after buy­ 
ing. 
Avocados are having a big grow­ 
ing year; continue high in quality, 
reasonable in price. 
Strawberries 
are 
increasingly 
plentiful putting a touch of Spring 
into menus, morning noon and 
night. Fragrant, colorful and fla­ 
vorful, they’re wonderful cooked 
or 
uncooked, 
fresh, 
frozen 
or 
canned in jam s and jellies, in ice 
cream, sauces and syrups. 
They make superb shortcakes, 
tarts and pie; are good in custards, 
cream s and compotes. When buy­ 
ing strawberries, choose large one 
for dessert show -off; smaller, more 
economical ones for other pur­ 
poses. Size is no indication of 
flavor. Look for berries with fresh, 
clean, bright appearance, free of 
moisture and dirt. Cap must be 
attached to insure freshness.

California asparagus and 'poach­ 
ed new season salmon steaks with 
fresh or frozen mushrooms and 
lemon butter make a meal to de­ 
light the epicure.

Learn To Watch For Waste 
When Cooking Vegetables 


Now that the household is get­ 
ting back to normal after the an­ 
nual battle computing income ver­ 
sus outgo and we’ve again resolved 
to put a little more money aside 
for this annual “emergency,” let’s 
contemplate savings to be made 
in the cooking and eating depart­ 
ment. And th at can amount to 
quite a lot when you consider that 
Americans are eating about 146 
pounds of fresh leafy and green 
vegetables, excluding potatoes, per 
person, per year. 
Is part of your family’s food dol­ 
lar going dow'n the drain? Into the 
air? Or into the garbage 
pail? 
T hat’s really what happens when 
we buy plentiful fresh vegetables 
and then forget to refrigerate 
them or when we soak them a long 
time before preparation or when 
we cook them in too much wrater 
or when we shred or dice them a 
long time ahead of cooking 
All these 
mistakes 
rob 
fresh 
vegetables of their flavor, texture 
and nutrient supply and the home­ 
maker ends up with less iiutrients 
for her dollar. 


VEGETABLE WASHING 
Vegetables should be washed in 
running 
w a t e r 
or 
“dunked” 
quickly until clean—and then put 
right into the pan. Use a vegetable 
brush instead of a paring knife on 
root vegetables and cook potatoes 
in their skins whenever possible 
before cutting.

LITTLE WATER 
Flavor-wise and nutritionally the 
best wray to cook most fresh vege­ 
tables is with as little water as 
possible. Half a cup is enough for 
a medium-size pan. The excep­ 
tions to this rule are corn and 
onions. They need water to cov­ 
er. 
To keep green vegetables green 
take the lid off for the first three 
minutes of cooking, then tightly 
cover for the balance of the time. 
This lets 
out the acids 
which 
bleach the green color, yet saves 
the vitamins. 
NO SODA 
Poor cooks used to add baking 
soda to green vegetables to neu­ 
tralize the bleaching acids. It pre­ 
serves the color but damaged the 
texture and reduced the vitamin 
content of the vegetables . . . and 
still does! 
Onions, cabbage and cauliflow­ 
er should be cooked in an open 
pan. These vegetables incidentally 
are available throughout the year.

Add a new touch to a m eat 
dish and 
there's certain to be 
enthusiastic 
response 
from 
the 
fam ily. 
For 
instance, 
here 
are 
some completely different ways of 
serving liver for m ealtim e interest 
suggested by m eat expert Reba 
Staggs. 
Crisp french fried liver strips, 
perhaps served with french fried 
onion 
rings, 
present one 
novel 
serving. An easy way to prepare 
the liver, either beef or veal, is 
to cut it with kitchen scissors into 
12 -inch strips. Then coat the m eat 
with seasoned flour and cook in 
deep hot lard until it is well 
browned. T his will take only about 
5 m inutes. One pound of liver will 
m ake 4 to 6 servings. 
Liver balls are another choice. 
To prepare the balls, first cook 4 
slices of bacon in a frying-pan 
until lightly browned. Then re­ 
move the bacon and brown -4he 
liver on both sides in the bacon 
drippings 
(1 pound for 4 to 6 
servings. Next, grind together the 
bacon, liver and 1 sm all onion. 
T o this m eat m ixture

and Vs teaspoon of pepper. Shape 
the m ixture into 6 patties and coat 
them with crushed corn flakes. 
Then brown the patties on both 
sides in lard or drippings. 


KNOW HOW 
TO COOK 
VEGETABLES? 


Cut vegetables to uniform 
sizes for uniform cooking. R e­ 
place the n atural sugar cook­ 
ed out of vegetables to restore 
n atural flavor. 


Season with one ounce of 
butter for each pound of vege­ 
tables. 
Scoring stalks of broc­ 
coli 
and 
asparagu s 
insures 
even cooking. 


Have salted water boiling be­ 
fore adding vegetables so th at 
they will be exposed to heat, 
acid and alkali for the short­ 
est time. # 
Free-running types of frozen 
vegetables such as peas and 
beans do not need to be thaw ­ 
ed for cooking. However, such 
as broccoli should be sep arat­ 
ed into stalks 
and 
spinach 
should be cut into cubes. 
Here are some stan dards for 
properly cooked vegetables: 


A ppearance: Color as close 
to n atural as possible, retain ­ 
ing of shape, uniform pieces 
if cut. 
T exture: Tender, yet having 
some of the crispness of the 
raw vegetable. 
Flavor: N atural flavor de­ 
veloped, avoid development of 
off flavors. 
N utrition: Lose as little nu­ 
trient value as possible. 
Service: If to be served hot, 
do not allow to cool. 
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AN' A FTERN O O N TEA PARTY may be fun for the tod- 
dler and good for her as well. A mold of gelatin with 
strained fruit dressing and milk to pour make good “Tea 
Fare.” Make servings small, as she’ll probably eat Raggedy 
Ann’s share too.

Serve Your Toddler Dishes 
That Are Colorful To Him 


Toddlers 
have 
definite 
ideas 
about food. By the time youngsters 
are two years old they don’t mind 
registering this fact in no uncer­ 
tain term s. Make sure you respect 
your youngest generation! T here’s 
no reason why adults should be the 
only ones entitled to likes and d is­ 
likes; preschoolers have the right 
to discrim inate, too. 


If your youngster doesn’t like 
one vegetable, don’t try to m ake 
him eat it. Serve him other vege­ 
tables th at he does like. There 
are lots from which to choose. 


W hen you offer ih e junior foods 
th at come in convenient contain­ 
ers, all ready to seat, give them a 
growrn-up look. Toddlers are defin­ 
itely out of the babyhood stage and 
they like Mom to appreciate their 
new stage of development. 


R unabouts 
usually like 
“m eat 
pies” 
served 
in 
individual 
cas­ 
seroles 
and 
they 
are 
easy 
for 
M other to prepare. Ju st line the 
bottom of an individual baking 
dish—a big custard cup does fine— 
with m ashed potato and add a 
layer of junior m eat. A topping of 
m ashed potatoe, a few dots of but­ 
ter or m argarine, and into a m od­ 
erate oven the dish goes until it 
Is hot and tem ptingly browned. 


Som etim es junior vegetables m ay 
be mixed with the m eat. 
Toddlers love to pour their own 
milk from a sm all pitcher. They 
also take kindly to milk shakes. 
Make the milk drink by beating 
egg, milk and strained fruit des­ 
sert together. The strained fruit 
dessert is a m ixture of apricots, 
pineapple juice, orange juice and 
sugar. Tapioca thickening helps 
make it a pleasant consistency. 
Baby-food strained apricot-apple- 
sauce is another good flavor for a 
milk shake. 
Ever notice how much toddlers 
like colorful food? The golden color 
of the strained fruit dessert or the 
apricot - applesauce 
a p p e a l s 
to 
them. So does milk colored pink. 
And odd as it m ay be to an adult, 
sm all fry often go for m ashed po­ 
tatoes th at are colored green. One 
nursery school serves green m ashed 
potatoes—not too violet a shade, 
please!—in little nests th at are 
filled with cream ed ham . 
Go slow when you are intro­ 
ducing a toddler to a new food. 
One new food a t a time should be 
the rule. And use a little guile!

likes.

eyes, a prune nose an a l cherry 
mouth. They love anim al cutouts 
m ade from slices of bread. The 
cutouts can be toasted and floated 
in a bowl of soup; or they can be 
buttered and spread with junior 
applesauce and brown sugar. 


Snacks are im portant to toddler* 
Crisp vegetables to eat oui 
of 
hand and sm all glasses of tom ato 
juice they can pour themserves are 
fine for m id-m ornings. A few plain 
crackers spread with peanut butter 
or 
cottage 
cheese 
mixed 
with 
chopped raisins m ay also be offer­ 
ed. An afternoon tea party m ight 
include a mold of gelatin served 
with strained fruit dessert as a 
sauce and milk to drink. 


M ake servings sm all for toddlers. 
A plate heaped with food is dis­ 
couraging. It’s better to let them 
ask for seconds.

seeing his closework. He had taken 
the easy, and perfectly natural 
way out; he simply avoided it. 
Children will not persist in using 
their vision if it is difficult. They 
think everyone sees the same way 
they do. The child can and does 
escape in his early years. He is 
more likely to say, “I don’t want 
to,” or “I don't like to;” he will 
seldom admit he can’t do a thing. 
Freddie was soon doing average 
school work, once the obstacle to 
achievement had been removed. 
Blurred vision is not the only 
symptom of visual deficiency. In 
Freddie’s case, the warning signs 
had qot been recognized. 
The observant parent and teach­ 
er. along with records of achieve­ 
ment, can be the most reliable 
means to detect the child requir­ 
ing visual care. Dislike for read­ 
ing, poor school achievement, mal­ 
adjustment to school and even 
disciplinary problems at home are 
reasons to suspect visual troubles. 
Any child not performing at the 
level at which he is potentially 
capable may have a pair of eyes 
which are not functioning nor­ 
mally.

For Veterans 


Looking For Jobs 


Veterans looking for job«: 
Do 
you know that several people are 
available to help you? This ques­ 
tion was asked today by W. P. 
(Doc) Duhamel, veterans service 
officer for Marin, who pointed out 
that both the state and federal 
governments recognize the spe­ 
cial needs of former service men 
and women. 


“In every state employment of­ 
fice,” Duhamel said, 
“there is a 
counselor known as the veterans 
employment representative, 
who 
gives particular attention to the 
veteran job seeker—whether dis­ 
abled or not. You should ask for 
him. It is his job to make refer­ 
rals and placements of veterans in 
gainful employment. 
He 
works 
closely with the federal veterans 
employment service. If you have 
special problems, he may be able 
to arrange for testing and counsel­ 
ing. 
“If you are just out of uniform, 
apply within 90 days to return to 
the job you held before you enter­ 
ed service, so that the Bureau of 
Veterans’ 
Reemployment Rights 
may assist you. 
“Perhaps a local veterans em­ 
ployment committee may be able 
to place you. 
Come to see me 
about this. 
“Young men, especially, should 
bear in mind 
that 
in 
today’s 
mechanized 
age 
employers are 
looking for special skill or know­ 
ledge. To become a specialist every 
veteran must think carefully about 
the education or training he wants. 
There is little room for ditch-dig- 
gers today unless they can operate 
a ditch-digging machine. 
“Once you have a good position,” 
Duhamel added, “do your best. Let 
your employer know by actions— 
not words—that you deserve the 
job and, eventually a raise or a 
promotion.”

A widow without children, or 
children where the mother has 
died, would receive $9,060. Current 
law provides $7,000.
